REPORT or THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
IN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 31sT Marc# 1935. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of 
infants under one year being shown separately), together with the 
corresponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 21,980 births in the present quarter are 486 more 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 18-0, being 
0-7 above that recorded for that quarter. Compared with the standard* 
the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the present 
quarter are 988 and 1:0 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 18:7, as compared 
with 17-2 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate ranged 
in burghs from 24°2 in Airdrie, 23-6 in Port Glasgow and 23:1 in 
Greenock, to 13:4 in Arbroath, 13°6 in Perth and 14:3 in Kirkcaldy, 
being 20-4 in Glasgow, 14:7 in Edinburgh, 18-4 in Dundee and 17:7 in 
Aberdeen. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 22-9 
in Wigtown, 20-5 in Caithness and 19-7 in Lanark, to eb 7 in Piette 
in Peebles and in Zetland, and 12:3 in Bute. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 6°7 per cent., is 0-3 above that 
for the previous quarter but 0:5 below the standard for this quarter of 
the year. 


Of the 21,980 births registered, 11,269 were of male children a 
10,711 of female children, being 105-2 male births per 100 female. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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‘Those registered in January numbered 7,445, in February 6,825, and in 
March 7,710, the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 17:7, 18-0 and 
18:3 respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 7,696, is 1,938 
‘below that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 6:3, 
being 1:4 below. The number for the present quarter is 335 more than 
the average, while the rate is 0°2 above the average. 

The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 7:6, compared with 4:7 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs 
ranged from 11:0 in Dunfermline, 10:7 in Perth and 10-6 in Inverness, 
to 4:3 in Dumbarton, 5-4 in Greenock and 5:6 in Clydebank, being 8:3 in 
Glasgow, 6°8 in Edinburgh, 7:2 in Dundee and 7-8 in Aberdeen. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 8-0 in Zetland, 6°6 
in Dumfries and 6:0 in Lanark and in Wigtown, to 1:3 in Sutherland, 
9-2. in Bute and 2-9 in Inverness. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 3,653, in February 1,957, 
and in March 2,086, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 8:7, 
5-1 and 5-0 respectively. | 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,176, 
and equalled a rate of 15-7 per 1,000 population. They are 2,871 more 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2°6 more. 
The number and the rate per 1,000 are 231 and 0-4 respectively below 
the standard for the present quarter. : 

The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 16:2 compared 
with 15:1 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 21-9 in Inverness, 18-2 in Dumfries and in Coatbridge and 
17-7 in Port Glasgow, to 11:7 in Rutherglen, 12:1 in Clydebank and 
13:0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, being 16-9 in Glasgow, 16°3 in Edin- 
burgh, 15-9 in Dundee and 15:8 in Aberdeen. In counties, exclusive of 
large burghs, it ranged from 23-7 in Sutherland, 21-1 in Nairn and 20-9 
in Argyll, to 12:0 in Midlothian, 138-4 in East Lothian and 13°8 in 
Lanark and in West Lothian. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 6,530, in February 6,146, 
and in March 6,500, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 15:5, 
16:2 and 15-4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
9,111 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 96 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 321 more than in the previous 
quarter and the rate is 13 more. Compared with the standard for the 
present quarter the rate is 11 less. 


This death-rate for the large burghs was 107, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 82. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
163 in Stirling, 155 in Dumfries and 126 in Inverness, to 66 in Kil- 
marnock, 74 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 83 in Arbroath, being 117

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in Glasgow, 86 in Edinburgh, 91 in Dundee and 113 in Aberdeen. In — 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 153 in Clackmannan, 
125 in Nairn and in Stirling and 119 in Peebles, to 16 in Orkney, 33 in 
Zetland and 59 in Perth. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 19,176 
deaths registered during the quarter, 1,583 or 83 per cent. were 
attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. ‘These deaths include 48 
from measles, 64 from scarlet fever, 266 from whooping-cough, 176 
from diphtheria, 924 from influenza, 27 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 
78 others. Compared with the previous quarter the main features in 
this group of diseases are an increase of 702 in the number of deaths from 
influenza and of 160 in those from whooping-cough. Those from diph- 
theria are also more by 36. ‘The death-rate from this group was 1380 
per 100,000, as compared with an average of 132. The rate from 
influenza was decidedly above the average, while that from measles was 
abnormally low. In the large burghs the highest death-rates from this 
croup were 2°5 per 1,000 in Coatbridge, 2:0 in Kilmarnock and 1:9 in 
Inverness. In Glasgow this rate was 1:5, in Edinburgh 1:4, in Dundee 
0-9 and in Aberdeen 0-8. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, this 
rate was highest 1 in Sutherland (3°5), in eaithnest (2°3), in Clackmannan 
(2:3) and in Inverness (2:1). In all of these counties it was largely due 
to influenza. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 990, account 
for 5:2 per cent. of all deaths and are 183 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 760 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 113 compared with the previous quarter, 99 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 28, 48 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, an increase of 4, and 88 to other forms of 
tuberculosis, a decrease of 12. The quarterly death-rate from all forms 
of tuberculosis is 81 per 100,000 compared with an average of 95 for this 
quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 62 compared with the 
average of 70. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,870, 
account for 9°8 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 153 per 
100,000. These deaths are 57 fewer than in the PRANLOHS quarter, while 
the rate is 2 above the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, numbered 1,780 and 
1,251 respectively and’ show an increase compared with the previous 
quarter, pneumonia being 467 more and bronchitis 449 more. Pneu- 
monia was responsible for 9-3 per cent. of the total deaths and bronchitis 
for 6°5 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
146 and 102 respectively. The standard rates for the present quarter 
are 163 and 118 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 129 and are equal to a 
rate of 5:9 per 1,000 births. This rate is 1-1 below the standard for the 
present quarter. 
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Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 654, account for 3-4 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 54 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 34 fewer than in the previous quarter. Of the total 
deaths assigned to this group 140 were attributed to accidents with 
motor vehicles, which is 27 fewer than were recorded in the previous 
quarter. The death-rate from violence is 4 below the standard for this 
period. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter, 
the previous quarter, and the average rate for the same quarter of the 
previous five years. Reference has already been made to the principal 
features brought out by the table.

REPORT or raz BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
IN SCOTLAND bDuRING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH JUNE 1935. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of 
infants under one year being shown separately), together with the 
corresponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table IL shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table IIT shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. | 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 23,254 births in the present quarter are 1,274 more than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 18:8, being 0°8 above 
that recorded for that quarter. Compared with the standard* the number 
of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the present quarter are 677 
and 0°9 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 19°6, as compared with 
17-9 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate ranged in burghs 
from 23°9 in Hamilton, 234 in Port-Glasgow and 23-1 in Coatbridge, to 14:1 
in Perth, 15-1 in Rutherglen and 16-4 in Edinburgh. In counties, exclusive 
of large burghs, it ranged from 21:3 in Kinross, 20°8 in Banff and 20°5 in 
Wigtown, to 11:2 in Berwick, 11°3 in Zetland and 12-7 in Bute. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-1 per cent., is 0°6 below that 
for the previous quarter and 1:1 below the standard for this quarter of 
the year. 

Of the 23,254 births registered, 11,922 were of male children and 11,332 
of female children, being 105-2 male births per 100 female. Those registered

‘ Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,095, is 1,399 above 
that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 74, being 1-1 
above. The number for the present quarter is 825 more than the average, 
while the rate is 0°6 above the average. 


The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 8°5, compared with 6:0 for 
the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs ranged 
from 13:3 in Inverness, 11°7 in Dumfries and 10°5 in Port-Glasgow, to 4:2 
in Dumbarton, 5:2 in Coatbridge and 5:7 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 9°1 in Dumfries, 8-2 in 
- Wigtown and 8:0 in Clackmannan, to 1°5 in Sutherland, 2°5 in Inverness and 
_ 3°5 in Perth. ) 

Marriages registered in April numbered 3,721, in May 1,236, and in June 
4,118, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 9:1, 3:0 and 10-1 
respectively. |

Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,200, and 
equalled a rate of 13:1 per 1,000 population. They are 2,976 fewer than 
were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2°6 less. The 
number and the rate per 1,000 are 186 and 0:1 respectively above the average 
for the present quarter. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs (13:1) is the same as for 
the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs ranged from 18°0 
in Inverness, 16°3 in Arbroath and 14°4 in Stirling, to 10-4 in Dunfermline, 
11-4 in Perth and 11°5 in Hamilton. In counties, exclusive of large 
burghs, it ranged from 17:2 in Wigtown, 17:1 in Inverness and 16°9 in 
Kirkeudbright, to 10:1 in Dunbarton, 10:3 in West Lothian and 11:1 in 
Clackmannan. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 5,956, in May 9,559, and in 
June 4,685, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 14°6, 13:2 and 11°5 
respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,653 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 71 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 458 fewer than in the previous 
quarter and the rate is 25 less. Compared with the standard for the present 
quarter the rate is 5 less, 


In the large burghs this death-rate was 76, while for the rest of Scotland 
it was 64. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 125 in Inverness, 
106 in Kilmarnock and 105 in Greenock, to 31 in Rutherglen, 41 in Dun- 
fermline and 44 in Ayr. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged 
from 171 in Nairn, 107 in Berwick and 88 in Sutherland, to 0 in Bute, 34 in 
Argyll and 36 in West Lothian, 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 16,200 deaths 
registered during the quarter, 798 or 4°9 per cent. were attributed to the

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principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 32 from measles, 48 from 
scarlet fever, 170 from whooping-cough, 115 from diphtheria, 306 from — 
influenza, 40 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 87 others. Compared with the 
previous quarter the main feature in this group of diseases is a reduction in © 
the number of deaths attributed to each of them (with two exceptions). ‘Those 
from measles are 16 fewer, from scarlet fever 16 fewer, from whooping-cough 
96 fewer, from diphtheria 61 fewer, and from influenza 618 fewer, but those 
from cerebro-spinal fever are 13 more, and from other epidemic diseases 9 
more. The death-rate from the group as a whole was 6d per 100,000 
compared with an average of 83. The rate from measles was 21 less than the 
average, scarlet fever 1 less, whooping-cough 3 less and cerebro-spinal fever 
2 less, while those from diphtheria were 1 above the average and from 
influenza 8 above. In the large burghs the highest rates were 1°8 per 1,000 
in Port-Glasgow, 1°3 in Greenock and in Dumbarton, and 1:2 in Coatbridge. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, they were 1‘1 in Aberdeen, 1'1 in 
Zetland, 1:0 in Sutherland and 1:0 in Nairn. 


Tuberculosis—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 1,053, account for 
6°5 per cent of all deaths and are 63 more than in the previous quarter. Of 
them 810 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, an increase 
of 50 compared with the previous auarter, 109 to tuberculosis of the central 
nervous system, an increase of 10, 47 to abdominal tuberculosis, an increase 
of 4, and 87 to other forms of tubercle, a decrease of 1. The quarterly 
death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 85 per 100,000 compared with an 
average of 93 for this quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 66, 
which is the same as the average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,960, account for 
12°1 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 159 per 100,000 These 
deaths are 90 more than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 11 above 
the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the respiratory 
system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 1,078 and 645 respectively 
and show a decrease in numbers compared with the previous quarter, 
pneumonia being 702 fewer and bronchitis 606 fewer. Pneumonia was 
responsible for 6°7 per cent. of the total deaths and bronchitis for 4:0 per 
cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 87 and 52 
respectively. The standard rates for the quarter are 96 and 59 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 148 and are equal to a rate 
of 64 per 1,000 births. This rate is 0°6 above the standard for the present 
quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 662, account for 4:1 per cent. 
of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 54 per 100,000. These deaths 
are 8 more than in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths assigned to 
this group 111 were attributed to accidents with motor vehicles, which is 29 
fewer than were recorded in the previous quarter. The death-rate from 
violence is 4 below the standard for this quarter.

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REPORT or THe BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
IN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1935. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of 
infants under one year being shown separately), together with the 
corresponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. , 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. | 


Births.—The 21,564 births in the present quarter are 1,690 fewer 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-3, being 
1-5 below that recorded for that quarter. Compared with the standard* 
the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the present 
quarter are 452 and 0-6 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 17-7, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (16-8). In individual areas the rate ranged in 
burghs from 23-5 in Airdrie, 22:3 in Port Glasgow and 20-6 in Coatbridge, 
to 11-9 in Rutherglen, 13-3 in Arbroath and 13-8 in Falkirk. In counties, 
exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-9 in Wigtown, 20-2 in 
Lanark and 19:3 in Aberdeen, to 10°9 in Selkirk, 11:4 in Zetland and 
11°8 in Berwick. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-7 per cent., is 0°6 above that 
for the previous quarter but 0-5 below the standard for this quarter of 
the year. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years, 
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Of the 21,564 births registered, 10,996 were of male children and 
10,568 of female children, being 1041 male births per 100 female. 
Those registered in July numbered 7,772, in August 7,200 and in 
September 6,592, the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 185, 17-1 
and 16:2 respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 11,274, is 2,179 
above that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 9-0, 
being 1:6 above. The number for the present quarter is 1,428 more 
than the average, while the rate is 1-0 above the average. With the 
exception of the post-war period (1919-1921), when the marriage-rate 
varied between 9-1 and 10-4, the present rate is the highest quarterly 
rate recorded since 1855, when national registration was instituted in 
Scotland. 


The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 11:2 compared with 6-4 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs 
ranged from 14:2 in Inverness, 12°7 in Rutherglen and 12-5 in Aberdeen, 
to 6:3 in Dumbarton, 8-1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 8-1 in Ayr and 
8:2 in Clydebank. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 
8:8 in West Lothian, 8°6 in Clackmannan and 8-0 in Fife, to 3:1 in 
Bute, 3:2 in Ross and Cromarty, 3:4 in Inverness and 3-4 in Zetland. 


Marriages registered in July numbered 5,077, in August 2,726 and 
in September 3,471, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 12:1, 
65 and 8°5 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,461, 
and equalled a rate of 10°8 per 1,000 population. They are 2,739 fewer 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2°3 less. 
The number is 225 more than the average for the present quarter, but 
the rate is the same. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 10-7 compared 
with 10-9 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 14:3 in Inverness, 13-1 in Arbroath and 12°7 in Greenock, 
to 9:1 in Airdrie, 9:3 in Clydebank and 9°6 in Dumbarton. In counties, 
exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 15-1 in Kinross, 14°5 in Argyll 
and 14:4 in Nairn, to 8:8 in Lanark, 9:0 in Stirling, 9-1 in Hast Lothian 
and 9:1 in Renfrew. 


Deaths registered in July numbered 4,679, in August 4.413 and in 
September 4,369, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 11-1, 10°5 
and 10:7 respectively. 


Infant Mortality—Deaths of children aged under one year num- 
bered 1,180 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality rate of 55 per 
1,000 registered live births. These deaths are 473 fewer than in the 
previous quarter and the rate is 16 less. Compared with the standard 
for the present quarter the rate is 6 less. It is the lowest infantile 
mortality rate recorded for Scotland in any quarter. 
* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of usual residence of the deceased, 
such death, for the purpose of these statistics, is allocated to the place of usual residence if 
in Scotland. - 
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Lhis death-rate for the large burghs was 60, while for the rest of — 
Scotland it was 48. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 80 
in Dumbarton, 79 in Inverness and 76 in Perth, to 28 in Stirling, 29 in — 
Dumfries and 33 in Arbroath. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, 
it ranged from 85 in Caithness, 72 in Dumfries and 65 in West Lothian, — 
to 0 in Bute, 0 in Zetland, 16 in Selkirk and 17 in Sutherland. 


Causes of Death. — Principal Epidemic Diseases. — Of the 13,461 ~ 
deaths registered during the quarter, 364 or 2:7 per cent. were attributed 
to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 20 from 
measles, 28 from scarlet fever, 84 from whooping-cough, 89 from 
diphtheria, 50 from influenza, 21 from cerebro-spinal fever and 72 others. 
Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this group of 
diseases 1s a decrease in the number of deaths attributed to each of them. 
Those from measles are 12 fewer, from scarlet fever 20 fewer, from 
whooping-cough 86 fewer, from diphtheria 26 fewer, from influenza 256 
fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 19 fewer, and from other epidemic 
diseases 15 fewer. The death-rate for the group as a whole was 29 per 
100,000 of population, compared with an average of 36 for the present 
quarter. The rate from measles was 3 less than the average, scarlet 
fever 1 less, whooping-cough equal to the average, diphtheria 1 above, 
influenza 1 less and cerebro-spinal fever 1 less. In the large burghs the 
highest rates were 0-9 per 1,000 in Dumbarton, 0°8 in Hamilton, 0-7 
in Arbroath and 0-7 in Kilmarnock, while in the counties, exclusive of 
large burghs, the highest rates were 0:7 in Angus, 0-7 in Bute, 0-6 in 
Caithness, 0°6 in West Lothian and 0-5 in Nairn. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 756, account 
for 56 per cent. of all deaths and are 297 fewer than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 568 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, a decrease of 242 compared with the previous quarter, 79 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, a decrease of 30, 42 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 5, and 67 to other forms of tubercle, 
a decrease of 20. ‘The quarterly death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis 
is 61 per 100,000 compared with an average of 71 for this quarter, that 
from respiratory tuberculosis being 45 compared with the average of 51. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,949, account 
for 14-5 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 156 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 11 fewer than in the previous quarter, but the rate is

5) above the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 542 and 
341 respectively and show a decrease in numbers compared with the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 536 fewer and bronchitis 304 fewer. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 4:0 per cent. of the total deaths and 
bronchitis for 2°5 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 
population are 43 and 27 respectively. The standard rates for the third 
- quarter are 52 and 32 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 147 and are equal to a 
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rate of 6:8 per 1,000 births. This rate is 1:3 above the standard for the 
present quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 658, account for 49 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 53 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 4 fewer than in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths 
assigned to this group 157 were attributed to accidents with motor 
vehicles, which is 46 more than. were recorded in the previous quarter, 
but 18 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The death- 
rate from violence is 8 below the standard for this quarter. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter and 
in the previous quarter, and the average rate for the same quarter of the 
previous five years. Reference has already been made above to the 
principal features brought out by this table.

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THis Report deals more particularly with the statistics of the fourth 
quarter of the year 1935, but as figures relative to the entire year are 
now available, a short preliminary statement of them is included. A 
full report of the vital statistics of the year will in due course be 
published in the Highty-first Annual Report. The annual figures here 
given may be accepted as substantially correct, but they are provisional, 
and will be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report referred 
to above. 


The chief features of the vital statistics of the year under review are 
a birth-rate which is slightly below that for the previous year and is 
little above that for the year 1933, which was the lowest recorded in 
Scotland; a death-rate which although slightly above that for the 
previous year differs but little from the average; an infantile mortality 
which is the lowest on record for Scotland; and a marriage-rate which 
is the highest for any year since the year 1921, which marked the end 
of the high post-war marriage-rates. 

Births registered during the year numbered 87,923, representing a 
pirth-rate of 17°8 per thousand. This number is 913 less than in the 
previous year, which had shown an increase when compared with the 
year preceding. The number for 1935 is 2,707 below the average.* 
The birth-rate is 0-2 below that for the previous year and 0:8 below the 
average. It is only 0:2 above that for 1933, which was the lowest on 
record. Illegitimate births numbered 5,786, being 6°6 per cent. of the 
total. They are 333 fewer than in the previous year and the percentage 
is 0°3 less. Compared with the average, however, the number is 644 
less and the percentage 0-5 less. 


Marriages registered during the year numbered 37,973, and are equal 
to a marriage-rate of 7-7 per thousand. This number is 1,024 above 
that for the previous year and 3,918 above the average. The rate is 0-2 
above that for the previous year and 0°7 above the average. The upward 
trend of marriages thus still continues. In every quarter from and 
including the second quarter of 1933 the number of marriages has been 
greater than in the corresponding quarter of the year preceding. The 
number of marriages has increased from 32,652 in 1931 to (as already 
stated) 37,973 in 1935, and has shown a steady increase annually within 
that period. 


Deaths from all causes numbered 65,331, being equal to a death-rate 
of 18-2 per thousand. Compared with the previous year this number is 
1,590 more and the rate 0°3 more, but compared with the average the 
death-rate is the same. | 


* For the purposes of this Report the average is the mean of those recorded in the five 
preceding years, i.e. 1930-34. 
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Of the 65,331 deaths, 6,754 were of infants of under one year, repre- 
senting an infantile mortality-rate of 76-8 per thousand births, this rate 
being 0-9 below that for the previous year and 5-2 below the average. 
This is the lowest infantile mortality-rate hitherto recorded in Scotland. 

There was also a marked saving, compared with the figures for the 
previous year, in the deaths of other children of pre-school age (2,202 
as compared with 2,961), and decreases of lesser amounts were also 
shown for all other age-periods up to age 85. Between 35 and 65 there 
were slight increases in each age-group, but above age 65 deaths 
increased by nearly 10 per cent. | 

In the previous year (1934) it was noted that the death-rate from the 
principal epidemic diseases was exceptionally low, principally on account 
of the very small number of deaths from influenza, but although deaths 
from the last-named cause showed a considerable increase in the year 
now under review, the decline in the numbers from other epidemic 
diseases more than counterbalanced that increase, and the total for 1935 
(3,319) is 97 less than in 1934. This decrease is largely due to the fact 
that only 141 deaths-from measles were recorded, which, with the single 
exception of the phenomenally low total of 36 recorded in 1933, is the 
lowest on record for Scotland. Other causes of death which contributed 
to this decrease were scarlet fever (199 as against 845), diphtheria (513 
as against 583) and cerebro-spinal fever (114 as against 153). On the 
other hand, deaths from influenza, although not greatly above the 
average, numbered 1,459 as against 602 in 1934, from whooping-cough 
67 as against 383, and from typhoid and paratyphoid fevers 45 as 
against 22. The excess of deaths from influenza was confined to the 
first six months of the year and those from whooping-cough were rather 
above the average in the first quarter of the year. The death-rate from 
all epidemic diseases was 67 per 100,000. 

The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis was 74 per 100,000, 
being 1 below that for the previous year, which was the lowest on record. 
For tuberculosis of the respiratory system this rate was 57, being the 
same as in 1934. Deaths from tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
showed a very slight increase from 2,794 to 2,811, but this was more 
than counterbalanced by a decline from 908 to 836 in deaths from other 
forms of tuberculosis. 3 | 


Deaths from malignant disease continue to increase, the number for 
1935 being 7,793 as against 7,561 for the preceding year. The death-rate 
is 157 per 100,000, being 6 above the average. 


Deaths certified as due to bronchitis and pneumonia had been 
exceptionally few in the year 1934, but while this low record was not 
maintained in 1935, deaths from these two causes combined (3,078 and 
4,600 respectively) were below the number recorded for any year prior — 
to.1934. The respective death-rates were 62 and 93 per 100,000 
respectively. | 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 555, of which 227 were attributed to puerperal sepsis. This 
is equal to a death-rate, from all puerperal causes, of 6:3 per 1,000 births, 
being 0:1 above the rate for 1934, | 


to 
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Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,704 and are equal to 


a death-rate of 55 per 100 ,000, being 2 less than in the previous year. 
Deaths from accidents with motor vehicles numbered 556 as compared 
with 662 in the previous year. 


A general. summary of the causes ‘of death for the year, with corres- 
ponding age distribution, is shown in Table IJa. For diseases not 
already mentioned, increases are observed in deaths from heart disease, 
from diseases of the digestive system and from congenital conditions, 
_while decreases are shown among deaths from diabetes, from cerebral ; 
hemorrhage and other diseases of the nervous system and from old age. 
In other cases oes are relatively small.

~The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1 000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table II shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for: 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births. —The 21,125 births in the present quarter are 439 fewer 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 16-9, being 
0-4 below that recorded for that quarter. Compared with the standard* 
the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the present 
- quarter are 589 and 0-7 respectively below that average. It is the second 
lowest rate recorded for any quarter since the institution of national 
registration in Scotland. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 17-6, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (16-0). In individual areas the rate ranged in 
burghs from 23:0 in Hamilton, 20°6 in Greenock and 20°5 in Port 
Glasgow, to 13-4 in Rutherglen, 14-3 in Ayr and 14:4 in Arbroath. In

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counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 19-4 in Banff, 18-8 in 
Kirkcudbright, 18-8 in Wigtown and 18-7 in Caithness, to 9:3 in Selkirk, 
9-7 in Berwick and 10-1 in Bute. . 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 6°9 per cent., is 0:2 above that 
for the previous quarter and is 0-1 above the standard for this quarter 
of the year. ee 

Of the 21,125 births registered, 10,783 were of male children and 
10,342 of female children, being 104:3 male births per 100 female. Those 
registered in October numbered 17,397, in November 6,711 and in 
December 7,017, the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 17-6, 16-5 and 
16-7 respectively. 3 

Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,908, is 1,366 
below that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 79, 
being 1-1 below. ‘The number for the present quarter is 1,529 more than 
the average, while the rate is 1:0 above the average. It is the highest 
rate recorded for a fourth quarter since that for 1920, which was 86. 

The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 9:2 compared with 6:4 for 
the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs 
ranged from 13-3 in Inverness, 12:1 in Port Glasgow and 11:0 in Perth, 
to 4:5 in Dumbarton, 6:4 in Falkirk and 6°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 9:2 in Kinross, 9°2 
in Wigtown, 9:0 in Kirkcudbright and 8-9 in Orkney, to 2-9 in Inverness, 
4-2 in Ross and Cromarty and 4-7 in Berwick. 

Marriages registered in October numbered 2,989, in November 2,425 
and in December 4,494, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 
7-1, 6:0 and 10:7 respectively. . 3 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,488, 
and equalled a rate of 13-2 per 1,000 population. They are 3,027 more 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2-4 more. 
The number and the rate per 1,000 are 515 and 0:2 respectively above the 
average for the quarter. 

The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 13-9 compared 
with 12-4 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 16:4 in Dumfries, 15-9 in Inverness, 15-3 in Kilmarnock and 
15:3 in Stirling, to 9°9 in Dunfermline, 10°6 in Coatbridge and 11:1 in— 
Falkirk. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 17:0 in 
Zetland, 15-3 in Ross and Cromarty, 15-1 in Kinross and 15-1 in Suther- 
land, to 11:0 in Fife, 11-1 in West Lothian, 11:3 in Clackmannan and 
11:3 in Dunbarton. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4,843, in November 5,051 
and in December 6,594, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 11°5, 
12-4 and 15-7 respectively. 

Infantile Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year num- 

bered 1,808 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality rate of 86 per 
1,000 registered live births. ‘These deaths are 628 more than in the 
‘previous quarter and the rate is 31 more. Compared with the standard 

for the present quarter the rate is 3 more. | 
* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of usual residence of the deceased,

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This death-rate for the large burghs was 101, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 65. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 129 
in Glasgow, 129 in Hamilton, 128 in Aberdeen and 122 in Dumbarton, 
to 29 in Dunfermline, 40 in Falkirk and 55 in Airdrie. In counties, 
exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 87 in Kincardine, 87 in Lanark, 
86 in Ayr and 83 in Dunbarton, to 21 in Peebles, 24 in Orkney, 24 in 
Ross and Cromarty and 29 in Inverness. 


Causes of Death. — Principal Epidemic Diseases. —- Of the 16,488 
deaths registered during the quarter, 574 or 3-5 per cent. were attributed 
to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 41 from 
measles, 59 from scarlet fever, 47 from whooping-cough, 133 from 
diphtheria, 179 from influenza, 26 from cerebro-spinal fever and 89 
others. Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this 
eroup of diseases is an increase in the number of deaths attributed to 
each of them, with the exception of whooping-cough. Those from 
measles are 21 more, from scarlet fever 31 more, from whooping-cough 
37 fewer, from diphtheria 44 more, from influenza 129 more, from 
cerebro-spinal fever 5 more, and from other epidemic diseases 17 more. 
The death-rate for the group as a whole was 46 per 100,000 of population 
compared with an average of 63 for the quarter. The rate from measles 
was 5 less than the average, from scarlet fever 1 less, from whooping- 
cough 4 less, from diphtheria 2 more, from influenza 6 less, and from 
cerebro-spinal fever 1 less. In the large burghs the highest rates were 
1:2 in Aberdeen, 0°9 in Hamilton and 0°8 in Stirling, while in the 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, the highest rates were 1:0 in Nairn, 
0-8 in Aberdeen and 0:8 in Ayr. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 847, account 
for 5°1 per cent. of all deaths and are 91 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 674 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 106 compared with the previous quarter, 90 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 11, 35 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 7, and 48 to other forms of tubercle, 
a decrease of 19. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis 
is 68 per 100,000 compared with an average of 73 for this quarter, that 
from respiratory tuberculosis being 54 compared with an average of 55, 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,010, account 
for 12:2 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 161 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 61 more than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 
7 above the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 1,201 and 
840 respectively and show an increase in numbers compared with the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 659 more and bronchitis 499 more. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 7:3 per cent. of the total deaths and 
bronchitis for 5:1 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 
population are 96 and 67 respectively. The standard rates for the quarter 
are 103 and 69 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
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accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 131 and are equal to a 
rate of 62 per 1,000 births. This rate is 0°6 below the standard for the 


quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 722, account for 4:4 per 


| cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 58 per 100,000. These
